Hospital  Services  of  the  West  Plldlands  Area, 

The  "survey  of  hospitals  throughout  England  6c  Vifalcs, 
begun  in  1938,  was  completed  and  published  by  II, M, Stationery 
Office . 

I-t  is-  recommended  that  although  Shrewsbury  should  be 
considered  the  centre  for  investigation  and  treatment  of 
general  medical  and  surgical  cases  for  the  County  of 
Shropshire,  certain  outlying  districts  should  continue  to 
look  to  other,  counties,  without  the  county  boundaries.  Of 
these,  Bridgnorth  is  one  and  could  conveniently  look  to 
Wolverhampton  as  the  nearest  large  centre  ijroviding 
consultant  services. 


Soc.C,  SANITnRY  CIRCUT.ISTANCES  IN  THE  AREA, 


Water , . The  Rindleford  mains  supply  has  continued  to  give  a 
sufficient  and  satisfactory  supply  to  the  tovm  and  the  adjacent 
R.A.P,  Caiap  at  Stanmore,  oeitsidc  the  Borough,  iinalysos  have 
shov;n  the  v/atcr  to  bo  safe  for  all. purposes  though  of  a considerable 
degree  of  ho.rdnoss. 

No  now  mains  were  laid  but  a scheme  for  the  extension  of  the 
mains  and  increasing  the  size  of  the  boosters  in  the  North  West 
area  of  the  town  was  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers. 


The  Hundred  House  Scheme  for  supplying  farms  in  'the 
Hundred  House  district  and  the  parish  of  Oldbury  came  into  operation 
during  the  year.  Minor  extensions  of  the  supply  ma.y  be  possible 
at  a.  later  da.te, 

Tasley,  A supply  of  v/ater  is  pumped  to  a.  tank  outside  the 
Borour^  to  supply  part  of  this  parish  vAiich  is  in  Bridgnorth 
Rurail  District,  . . 

Service  Reservoir,  The  Coimcil’s  proposed  scheme  for  building 
Cl  200,000  gallon  reservoir  on  Bromley  Hill  to  a<.ugment  the  storage 
capacity  for  the  mains  supply  v/as  approved  in  principle  in 
November,  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  A formal  contract  wa.s 
entered  into  with  the  contractor  and  work  has  since  been 
commenced  on  this  project, 

Sewa^ge  & Sewerage',  No  new  sewers  were  la.id  during  the  year, 
Xhewheheme  for  the  disposal  of  sev/a.ge  from  the  Borough 
at  an  approxima.te  estimated  cost  of  £82,000  has  been  prepared 
by  consultants,  a.pproved  in  principle  by  the  County  Council  a.nd 
submitted  for  approva.l  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

The  piping  of  the  effluent  from  the  old  sev/age  plant  at 
the  Northgate  to  a lov/er  point  on  the  stream,  and  the  greater 
rainfall  during  the  year  have  improved  the  condition  of  the 
Cantreyn  Brook.

HOUSING. 


Clorirrjico  Aroas.  Ten  nrens,  comprising  in  all  182  houses, 
were’  schoduTed  as  clcc'.rancc  areas  during  the  year  making  with 
those  deal-6  with  in  1944  thirteen  areas,  comprising  202  houses, 
A-t,  the  end  of  the  year  an  area  of  74  houses  v\ras  roa.dy  for 
consideration  by  the  Council  (and  has  since  been  approved). 

A roviov/  of  this  subject  is  included  in  the  report  of  Mr, 
VAacle , your  late  Sanitary  Inspector, 

Grove  Housing  Site,  The  necessary  land  for  this  housing 
scheme  was  purchased  during  the  year  1945,* 

Sidney  Cottage  Site,  Land  for  this  scheme  was  purchased  during 
the  yoar'  1945,  Steady  progress  was  made  in  preparation  for 
putting  this  scheme  into  effect,  but  it  vms  not  possible  to 
sts.rt  work  until  1946  ov/ing  to  -the  difficulty  of  arranging  for 
the  nccossary  labour  and  other  difficult ics , Ton  Tarran 
prefabricated  houses  have  boon  completed  and  occupied  in  1946 
and  40  permanent  houses  are  under  construction,  the  first  tv/o 
being  ready  for  occupation  in  October  1946,  v/hen  an  opening 
ceremony  was  performed  by  the  Mayor.

In  rny  last  -nnual  Report  I e:-cpr9ssed 
the  hope ‘that  it  would  be  possible  to  give  clet.ailed  particulars  of 
the  premises  in  the  Borough  which  were  without  an  adequate  water  suppler, 
but  the  impossibility  of  taking,  any  satisfactory  steps  to  relieve  the 
situation  make  it  ad  vis. able  that  this  be  poscpon,e.d. 

S-BVrX.k  DISPOh'iL  'ilTJj  Q0NSHRV.4U;I  JY.  f'ho  ’ remarks  above  relating  to  the 
detailed  report  on  water  supply  apply  equally?-  to  sewage  disposal 
since  the  two  sorvices  are  so  closely  connected  and  should  be  con'^idered 
to  .get  her.  • ■ 

FOODc  The  atandarv'  of  food  prepar.ation  and  storage  remains  fairly 
satisfactory  and  no  food  stuffs  have  had  to  be  seized  during  the  year. 


T'he  food  and  -'  rugs  (Mil]:  and  jkairies)  .-ct,  1944#  which 
transfers  from  Local  uithorities  to  the  Ministry  of  G^riculture  the 
su.pervision  of  uailk  production  has  not  yet  come  into  operation,  but 
it  is  expected  perhaps  towards  the  end.  of  this  ^'-ear. 


HCTJSINGf.  l^iuri ng  1944  thr?e  areas,  comprising  20  houses,  were 
scheduled  b;y  the  >ounoil  as  Mlearance  kreas.  Luring  the  past  year 
10  a.reas , comprising;  102  houses,  *rere  scheduled  as  Jlearances  --reas  and 
arc  in  the  hands  of  tho  Ministry  of  Health.  a further  area,  oom.pri six^g 
74  houses,  is  comiploted  and  is  awaiting  acceptance  by  the  Oouncil. 
ilien  this  area  is  scheduled  there  ’yill  be  a total  of  27^  houses  dealt 
with  as  dlearanoe  :-rcaa.  In  addition  to  these  eight  houses  have  bee.** 
dealt  with  by  means  of  demolition  Orders  since  the  beginning  of  1944 j 
making  a total  number  of  2u4  houses  intended  for  doraolition. 


Thirt3''-oight  houses  have  been  in' pec  ted  and  not  tiealt  with 
making  the  total  numbor  of  houses  inspeoted  3^2.  This  total  falls 
short  of  the  number  of  inspection:  intonaed  when  the  survey  was  beguil, 


but,  as  has  been  pointed  out  on  previous  occasions,  the  number  of 
inspections  given  (75^)  was  the  number  intended  .for  ins-pection  only 
It  has  been  the  expressed  polic^.^  of  the  B'ounoil  to  schedule  the  houses 
as  inspections  were  mat.e  and  at  the  meotin^  of  the  'faterworks  and 
Ganitar^'-  'Joramittee  held  in  November,  it  w^as  dec  iced  to  recommend  that 
the  progress  made  in  this  direction,  the  numbor  of  houses  still 
requiring  inspection,  and  the  sho.rt  time  left  for  the  employment  of  the 
/isaistant  Inspeotor,  neoeesltatod  an  alteration*,  so  that  in  future  cnly 
incp.'ctions  should  bo  carried  out,  leaving  tho  sohoiluling  of  areas  until 
a lator  date.  It  Tias  capectod  that  in  tho  time  remaining,  whilst  the 
services  of  the  Assistant  Inj^p.  ctor  '/ere  availab'^.o,  tho  survey  could  be
